Stu Umphress 

Umphress said one customer was so mad that “he 
wanted to bit me. | said, “Go ahead,’ but he didn't.” He said 
the bookstore has received phone threats of physical 
violence. “I’m surprised nobody has thrown bricks 


through the windows.” 


The trouble stemmed from the relocation of the 
bookstore to a temporary trailer during the bookstore’s 
renovation. The trailer can safely accomodate only 50 
customers al a time 

Others wanting to get into the store have to wait 
outsid:. With the normal “book crush” at the beginning of 
the -emester, the time when most students purchase 
textbooks, waiting periods have been two or more hours, 
often in temperatures reaching 100 degrees 


Although the bookstore is using a “take a number” 
system, in which customers wait for their number to be 
called on an electronic counter before they can enter, 
many find the system confusing and frustrating

Umphress said although nobody has been hurt, many 
frustrated students have verbally assaulted him and other 
bookstore employees. “I've been called every name in the

After Jackson's grievance had 
gone through the first and second 
levels of review at CSUS in 1979, it 
was brought before a state agency 
After that, Jackson formally filed suit 
against the Regents of CSUS. The 
United States District Court date was 
set for Sept. 2, 1986 


The August 1986 settlement 
reached oy McKown and an attorney 
representing CSUS had several provi- 
sions. In addition to the promotion 
and $10,000, Jackson will receive 


additional training for his new job 
After 24 months, Jackson's perfor- 
mance as Maternal Support Manager 
will be evaluated 


The supervisors who demoted 
Jackson are no longer at CSUS 
McKown said CSUS’ decision to 
settle out of court “reflects credit on 
the present administration.” He added 
that the settlement is “a vindication of 
my client's spotless record of service 
to the university 


Jackson, who .as now served 31 
years at CSUS, said, “I've cleared my 
name.”

According to a weekly report 
from the IDS, California Department 
f Health dated May 3, 1985, “Sev 
eral hundred confirmed and sus- 


pected cases were reported last winter 
from at least 12 universities and 
colleges in the United States. In one 
outbreak at a Christian Scientist 


College in Illinois, three deaths 
apparently related to respiratory 
complication from measles oc- 
curred.” 


“Although measles and rubella 
have primarily been children’s dis- 
eases, they can prove to be fatal to 
adults through complications such as 
pneumonia and encephalitis (swelling 
of the brain),”’ according to Dr 
Michael Totaro of the Student Health 


Center. Totaro said people born 
between 1957 and 1968 are at risk. 
Until Dec. 31, 1967, the vaccine used 
contained a “killed virus” and has 
been found to be less adequate than 
the “live” virus in use since Jan. 1, 
1968. 


Immunizations or proof of im- 
munity will be required of medical 
students and student teachers, as well 
as new and re-entering students. 


A combination measles/ rubella 
shot will be provided free of charge at 
the Student Health Center beginning 
Monday, Sept. 8. The Measles/Ru- 
bella Clinic hours will be 8-10 a.m.

Pacific 33. Oliva immediately hit 
Sanders for 18 yards to the Tiger 15 
But on the very next play, Oliva, who 
would finish with 14 completions for 
114 yards, threw an interception to 
linebacker Mike Talbott. 

® A foiled punt gave the Hornets 
a first down at their 45 yard line late 
in the third quarter. A personal foul 
call, charged to the Hornets, tarnished 
that move. 

@ After the defense held Pacific, 
the Hornets had the ball on their own 
43. But successive sacks of Oliva 
negated their hopes 

@ Earlier that period, Oliva con- 
nected with Young on a 43-yard

ls nuclear power safe? 


The Chernobyl nuclear power 
plant tragedy in Russia not only sent 
nuclear fallout all around the world, 
but it has again opened the issue of 
safety of nuclear-fueled electricity 
generating power plants. Presently, 
the United States meets 15 percent of 
its electrical power needs with the 
nuclear option. 


But is nuclear power safe? 

As in any field of technology, the 
question of safety is complex. A better 
question is the level of safety that can 
be expected from any technological 
activity and the potential threat to life, 
public health, and general welfare 
from accidents. 


The fact is, there is no such thing 
as a risk-free society. There are risks in 
getting out of bed in the morning, as 
there are for not doing so. There are 
risks in flying in airplanes and riding 
in automobiles. There are risks in 
taking antibiotics or becoming inocu- 
lated for protection against disease. 
There are risks in smoking and 
drinking. The complexities of life are 
filled with calculated risks 

Nuclear energy is no exception 

If a coal, oil, or gas-fueled power 
plant has a problem, it is shut down. If 
it explodes, the damage is confined to 
the site. However, nuclear power is 
different, as the world knows from the 
Chernobyl incident. 


The State Senate Subcommittee 
on Nuclear Power Safety and Emer- 
gency Preparedness recently con- 
ducted a hearing in Sacramento to 
examine the safety questions and to 
determine how the state exercises its 
responsibility to Californians in 
ensuring that this power option is as 
safe as possible and that, in the event 
of a nuclear emergency, the popula- 
tion can be protected from death and 


injury. 


California educates and licenses 
engineers for practice in the state 
Thus the state has options -affecting 
the type of education and the basic 
capabilities of technical professional 
and non-professional personne! that 
should be used in nuclear facilities. 

The state also has the responsibil- 
ity for providing coordination in 
emergency response to deal with 
natural and other disasters. However, 
from testimony presented in the 
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hearing, it was revealed that the state 
has no means for enforcing emer- 
gency statutory law and regulations in 
the event that nuclear power facilities 
violate preparedness rules. The De- 
cember 26, 1985 incident at Rancho 
Seco revealed some areas of noncom- 
pliance with communications re- 
quirements. Witnesses recommended 
that the state should have policing 
power with the ability to establish 
fines for noncompliance with pre- 
paredness regulations. 


The hearing also illuminated a 
lack of information concerning the 
actions that should be taken by 
schools in dealing with a nuclear 
emergency. One witness said that 
there is a need for the development of 
curricula to permit the schools to 
educate the students concerning 
preparedness. The current state re- 
quirements to provide information to 
students cannot be met because the 
materials have not been produced, 
according to the testimony. 


The hearing provided an oppor- 
tunity for input from federal, state, 
and local agencies as well as from 
utilities, university experts, and citizen 
groups. The testimony focused on the 
Rancho Seco power plant, which 
provides 54 percent of the electrical 
power generating Capacity of the 
Sacramento Metropolitan Uulity 
District. Testimony covered the full 
range of views from getting the 
Rancho Seco power plant back on 
line as soon as possible to perman- 
ently shutting the facility down 
Rancho Seco has been identified by 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
(NRC) as one of the most troubled 
nuclear power facilities in the United 
States 


/,ccording to testimony presented 
by the NRC, the Rancho Seco facility 
can be made to operate safely and 
economically, but there are many 
changes that must be made to con- 
trols, systems and management to 
accomplish this objective. The plant 
experienced a forced shutdown on 
December 26, 1985, that could have 
been very severe had a number of 
postulated events occurred at the 
same time. The December event was 
caused by the failure of a single wire 
connection made when the control 
panel was first installed 12 years ago 
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The event itself, however, demon- 
Strated weaknesses in both the inte- 
grated control system, personnel 
training and the management of the 
facility. 

From a safety standpoint, the 
December event was at the first level 
(lowest), which did not warrant a 
complete activation of the emergency 
preparedness system. Nonetheless, 
there were some communications 
problems experienced even for the 
low level of alert that existed. Because 
of the rash of problems that Rancho 
Seco has experienced over the years, 
the NRC required that the facility be 
shut down to conduct a complete 
investigation of personnel, manage- 
ment, systems and controls. New 
SMUD management is in charge and 
is working with the NRC to resolve 
deficiencies. 


The Legislature’s principal con- 
cern is the role the state can and 
should play in ensuring that nuclear 
power 1 a safe and reliable option for 
California. The Subcommittee does 
not intend to foster a pre-nuclear or 
anti-nuclear position. That issue is a 
matter of federal preemption, since it 
is the NRC that determines the use of 
nuclear power and the conditions 
under which nuclear power plants are 
constructed and operated. The Sa- 
cramento hearings, together with 
invesugations that the Subcommittee 
has conducted since its formation 
however, indicate that there are areas 
for the state to exercise its responsibil- 
ity without abridging the federal! 
government's preemption 

Some of the state policy opportun- 
ities are in education and emergency 
response to a nuclear emergency 


There are also deficiencies in the 
education of the general public 
Under current federal regulations, 
information must be provided to 
residents within ten miles of a nuclear 
facility about emergency prepared- 
ness. From the Chernoby! incident, it 
is apparent that ten-mile notification 
is not sufficient to deal with some of 
the worst case scenarios. A radioac- 
tive cloud or contaminated under- 
ground water system does not re- 
cognize local, state, national 
Or international boundaries 


The nuclear facilities must con- 
duct preparedness exercises periodi: 
cally to test the adequacy of the 
notification and mobilization sys- 
tems. However, all of the exercises 
have been scheduled exercises. There 
should also be some unscheduled or 
unannounced exercises as well, since 
these are crucial to determining 
system flaws. The management of 
SMUD strongly supports unan- 
nounced emergency exercises but has 
had difficulty working this out with 
local agencies 

Nuclear power is a very complex 
issue that is intertwined with the 
federal, state, and local governments 
Utilities have a major responsibility 
that this power option be managed in 
such a manner that there is no 
possibility of an event that will 
negatively impact the public health, 
welfare, and safety. 


The Subcommittee now has an 
excellent overview of the issues and 
will be developing specific public 
policy initiatives for the next legisla- 
tive session. In addition, the Sub- 
committee will be working closely 
with representatives of the entities 
having responsibility for safety and 
emergency planning to ensure that all 
of the issues are addressed.

At 35, Clay is KZAP’s youngest and newest disc 
jockey. He is morning radio’s secret weapon — the man 
who brought Sacramento “The Elvis Pizza,” “Dead 
Celebrity Charades” and “The Phone Foois.”

Clay’s “on air” persona is the kind of guy people love to 
hate. He’s irreverent, frenetic, merciless, often cruel. On 
the other hand, the real man (though not a complete 
Opposite) is reserved, thoughtful, calm, almost shy. He was 
born in New York. His family moved to Los Angeles 
where he went to high school. He joined the Navy 
immediately after graduation and many reckless years 
followed.

One morning, Clay discovered a large pepperoni pizza 
in the studio. “Muiraculously,” the pizza bore the likeness of 
Elvis Presley and spoke when the lid was opened. Clay 
even put in a cail to the pope on this one to confirm it as a 
bona fide holy message 

His own studio-produced segments exhibit more 
onginality and wit, but the audience participation gags 
garner the most attention from KZAP’s predominantly 18 
to 35-year-old male listeners. Pieces like “Singing in the 
Shower,” where callers perform a cappella over the wire 
while Clay plays a shower-sound tape, go over big. “Dead 
Celebrity Charades” mortals attempt impersonations 
of favorite dead stars —- was a funny piece from Clay's 
end, but didn’t fare too well with listeners.

It’s not your usual band. Then 
again, “Graceland” isn’t your usual 
record, either 

The first song, “The Boy In The 
Bubble,” begins with one of the 
hottest accordion solos likely to be 
heard in modern pop music, then 
swings right into some bizarre har- 
rumphing noises that are not readily 
definable by looking at the list of 
instruments on the album sleeve 

And all of the sudden, Paul Sim- 
on’s familiar voice appears singing 
cynical lyrics about “lasers in the 
jungle” and “the baby with the 
baboon heart” as if there couldn't be 


matter here. 

In this one album, Simon has 
somehow managed to link together 
music all the way from South Africa 
to the Louisiana Bayou, Memphis 
country, and East L.A., creating 
a masterpiece of cultural synthesis. 

In the summer of 1984, a friend of 
Simon’s gave him a cassette called 
“Accordion Jive Hits, Volume II.” He 
was fascinated by the primitive but 
modern sound of the music. He 
eventually traced the music to its 
roots and found that it was South 
African “mbaqanga”’ or “township 
jive,” the street music of Soweto. 

“IT was immediately drawn to 
what I was hearing,” Simon said. “It 
was something very different and very 


time it was melodically and structu- 
rally different from anything I've ever 
heard.” 

Simon contacted one of South 


Africa’s leading record producers,’ 


Hilton Rosenthal, and had him send a 
sampling of not only current South 
African pop music, but also the more 
traditional music of South Africa's 
dozens of tribes which make up the 
black majority of that country 

But Simon was not interested in 
merely imitating the music of another 
culture, as the Police did with synthes- 
ized reggae music on their early 
records. He wanted to go to the source 
and get the real thing 

So, in late 1984 and early 1985,

The poster ad for “Letter to 
Brezhnev” calls this British film a 
‘new wave comedy,’ but the 
movie really seems like a some- 
times pleasant, sometimes potent 
mixture of the old and the new. 

The old and the new are 
threaded together through the plot 
of “Brezhnev,” which relies on the 
sort of silly, entertaining premise 
that those old, "40s romps were 
often built on; while it has an "80s 
look and contemporary dialogue. 
The film involves two working- 
class, new wavish Liverpudlian 
girls (Alexandra Pigg and Margi 
Clarke) who meet two good- 
hearted Russian sailors (Peter 
















Firth and Alfred Molina) on shore 
leave. In one crazy night, the more 
soulful of the two couples falls 
madly in love, only to be separated 
the next day when Peter (Firth) 
must sail back to Russia 

This star-crossed love affair, 
which takes half the movie to set 
up, now provides the impetus for 
the rest of the film as Elaine (Pigg), 
fretting over what to do, sends a 
letter to Soviet President Brezh- 
nev, and receives a free ticket to 
the U.S.S.R. in return. 

Soon, of course, Elaine, with 
Teresa (Clarke) at her side, is 
contending not only with her 
disapproving parents, but also 
with a hostile press and discourag-

Simon went to South Africa. He set 
up recording sessions with some of 
the artists he had liked best from the 
tracks Rosenthal had sent him, 
among them the Boyoyo Boys, Tao 
Ea Matesha, General M.D. Shirinda 
and the Gaza Sisters, and a Soweto 
band called Stimela. 

“The black musical leaders took a 
vote about whether they would lend 
support to this album,” Simon said, 
“and they let me go ahead. | was 





working through translators, trying to 
describe the music through talking 
about chords and notes.

Los 
Lobos from East L.A. on “All 
Around The World or The Myth Of 
Fingerprints;” and the Everly Broth 
ers on the ttle track “Graceland,” a 
curious mixture of Memphis and 
African country music 

“Graceland,” the finest album of 
Simon’s solo career, is not necessarily 
a political statement. It does not shout 
and scream at the injustices taking 
place in South Africa. What it does is 
Shows both the similarities and the 
differences these cultures have and 
revels in them. That, in the long run, 
may be a lot more important than any
